WILD MAN IN CAVE 


Nak«d Giu < Lived la Hale la 
River Ban k. 


GREAT HATRED OF MANKIND. 


The Death of H*e Parent* and the 
Lose of His Savings Caused the 
Remarkable Feeling* 


A *‘wild msa” who, naked, hairy and 
truculent, has flitted about at night 
like an apparition In the southeastern 
part of East S t Louis at Intervals 
f<M* more than two months, causing 
thrills and chills in the brents of 
'ttose who saw him, is In the police 
Btaüon of East S t Louis, a puzzle to 
the police and a wonder to all who 
have heard his strange story, says the 
S t Louis Post-Dlspatch. 
The "wild man” has ceá fced to be 
wild and is known as Thomas Lawler, 
a mysterious being who says he chose 
.his strange and strenouous mode of 
life to be free tra m the company and 
conventions of his fellows, after the 
death of his parents and the perfidy 
of a friend begot in his bosom hatred 
for all humanity. 
This eccentric prisoner is now garb­ 
ed In overalls and shirt, the first doth- 
li^ that have protected his body from 
the cold of winter in nearly three 
months. The garments were given to 
him by switchmen In the Mobile and 
Ohio yards so that he could be pre­ 
sentable m his way from the cave in 
which he found shelter to the poHee 
station last night 
Detectives 
Hagerty 
and Stocker 
captured Lawler after they had stumb­ 
led onto his rude 
dugout in their 
guest for the mysterious man that 
had been reported as roaming the 
railway yards at night. 
As the detectives crawled along the 
embankment which the county roa4 
traverses Just beyond the southeastern 
limits of East S t Louis they came 
upon a few boards that stood in front 
*of an opmiing In the earth. 
Naked on the Floor of Cave. 
Tearing away the barrier, the de­ 
tectives found the entrance to a cave 
—a mere 
hole—that 
extended six 
feet into the embankment Then they 
Jumped back in 
momentary Drlght 
Lying prone on the cold, damp ground 
that f<mned the flocnr of the cave they 
beheld the figure of a powerful man 
with a dirty cloth wound around the 
middle of his body. In the brief space 
of 
their 
astonidiment, 
the 
man 
scrambled from the hole and scamper­ 
ed down the slope, through a small 
ravine and towards a thicket-- 
Hollowing lustily, 
the detectives 
brought the man to a stop, like a rab­ 
bit Approaching him cautiously they 
prepared for a mighty struggle. 
In­ 
stead of resisting 
the strange man 
stood Umidly ÜU they had come up 
to him. 
^ 
Kindly words rea^ured him, and 
without protest the man consented 
to accompany the detectives to East 
S t Louis. 
Then began a search for 
clothing for their prisoner. 
Switch­ 
men provided a pair of overalls and a 
shirt and the march 
to 
East St 
Louis began. 
On the way Lawler told his story- 
He is 36 years old, 
and until last 
summer was a teamster In Milan, O. 
He lived with his parents, he said, 
and was as content as most men of 
his station. But his parents died and 
a false friend took his savings. 
Made to Hate Mankind. 
Death and treachery at that mo- 


ment rc^hed him ci his regard for 
humanity. He grieved fmr his father 
and mother, and mourned the loss of 
his money. Without relatives to com­ 
fort him, or trust In his friends, he 
resolved to wander away to some soli­ 
tary corner of the world, where he 
might live without thought or com­ 
panionship of his kind.

None of our great political 
men before him, with the possible ex­ 
ception of Frank lin, have been re­ 
mark able for this quality. It is not a 
quality you expect to find in a state- 
man, although some of the very great 
men, lik e Cromwell and Frederick , 
have had it. Humor, certainly of the 
k ind his was, is not favorable to great­ 
ness in action. 
In many cases it af­ 
fects the strength of will of men. It 
is very apt to weak en ambition in 
men. On the other hand, the want of 
it often seems to Increase their force 
and efficiency. It was so in the case 
of Sumner, no doubt. 
Anyone must 
have noticed, for instance, that senti­ 
mental people are apt to have strong 
wills. 
The fact that Lincoln's pos­ 
session of that quality in no way af­ 
fected the serious 
strength of his 
character or his vigor as a man of 
action is an indication of his great­ 
ness. 
A humorist he certainly was. Upon 
the question of just how good he was 
in that way men will differ. 
Our na­ 
tional pride might lead us to wish to 
put him as a great humorous hero by 
the side of Swift. 
I doubt whether 
we can do that on the strength of such 
well-authenticated specimens of hisf 
humor as 
are 
recorded. 
They aro 
good, no doubt, but scarcely so good 
as those ancient favorites, “Dearly Be­ 
loved Roger,” or 
the 
story of the 
“Meditation on the Broomstick .” Re­ 
garding the most widely quoted of the 
jok es attributed to him, that he pro­ 
posed to send a barrel of the whisk y 
drunk by General Grant to every gen­ 
eral in the army, which Mr. Brook s 
claims for him, an old friend of mine, 
the late Moses F. Odell, once ask ed 
Lincoln if this jok e was his. 
“No.” 
he said, “that is too good for me.” 
It is what I should have expected. 
The best things are usually anony­ 
mous. This particular jok e dates from 
much before Lincoln’s day.

A peculiar feature about the Co­ 
manche language is the method 
of 
counting. A Comanche will count up 
to ten in the 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 1 0 
method, but there he stops, Hs 
doesn’t use eleven, but instead 
he 
counts it as “ ten and one more,” and 
so on, until 
he 
reaches 
nineteen, 
when he pronounces nineteen. 
He 
then pronounces twenty, but starts In 
with “ twenty and one more” until he 
reaches twenty-nine, which he counts 
twenty-nine, then starts In with thir­ 
ty, like he did twenty, and counts to 
thirty-nine, and so on all the way up. 
Counting is the most difficult thing to 
learn in the Comanche language. In 
fact, by the time a person has learned 
to count in that language he has pret­ 
ty well mastered it. As there is no 
alphabet in the language the only way 
to learn it is by word of mouth.
